CLARA PHILLIPS 
S FOUND GUILTY 


Verdict of Murder in Sec- 
ond Degree Returned by 
‘Jury at “Hammer Mur- 
der Trial.” 


Los Angeles, Calif., November 16.— 
Mrs. Clara Phillips, convicted today 
of second degree murder for beating 
Mrs. Alberta Meadows, young widow, 
to death with a hammer, will seek a 
new trial and if that is denied, will 
appeal from the verdict, it was an- 
nounced by Bertram A. Herrington, 
her attorney. 

“There is a fatal error in the rec- 
ord and finally Clara Phillips will be 
freed,” Herrington said. “I will] not 
quit the fight until she is.” 

The motion fot a new trial will be 
made when Mrs. Phillips is sentenced 
Monday. The verdict, which was a 
compromise one from a jury of nine 
men and three women, carries a pen- 
alty of from ten years to life im- 
prisonment. 

“I expected to be acquitted,” Mrs. 
Phillips said in commenting on the 
verdict. “They didn’t give me a fair 
deal. I am going to ask my attorney 
to appeal and believe with another 
trial I can be acquitted. I don’t think 
I will go to the penitentiary. But 
if I have to go there I could face life 
in that place with the same poise I 
have here. It would not make much 


difference to me. All my hopes are 
crushed anyway.” 

The three women members of the 
jury voted for the death penalty un- 
til the final compromise second de- 
- murder was rea » it was said. 
n the early balloting there were four 
who voted to acquit. The jury reache 
an agreement late: last night, after 
the judge, the attorneys and court at- 
taches had gone home, but the verdict 
was not returned unti] morning. 
According to members of the jury 
they did not consider the insanity 
contention set up by the defense.

Chamber Heads 
Are Gratitied 
Over Campaign 


Expect to Have Annual Bud- 
get of Almost $75,000 by 
Saturday Night. 


By Saturday night thé annual bud- 
get of the Atlanta Chamber of Com- 
merce will be almost to the $75,000 
mark, inthe opinion of leaders of the 
present movement to enlarge the an- 
nval budget of the body, who were 
deeply gratified over the reports com- 
ing in late Thursday from the regu- 
lar workers and the new ones who 
entered the field in the morning. 

The number of new members se- 
cured so far in the campaign mounted 
close to 700 with the last reports 
Thursday night, and leaders of the 
movement declared that at least 1,000 
new members should be reported in 
the two remaining days of the inten- 
sive campaign. 

“We have not heard from the cen- 
tral committee,” said W. R. C. Smith, 
director of the campaign, “and it is 
known that a number of the compet- 
itors for the prizes to be awarded 
Saturday gre yet to report. The 
total should easily reach 1,000 by Sat- 
urday night.” 

$46,000 Last Year. 

The budget of the chamber before 
the campaign was $46,000 per year, 
and with the 1,000 new members, this 
would be boosted to $71,000, provided 
expectations are realized this week. 

New workers from the Rotary club 
reported for duty Thursday morning 
according to schedule, and Walter C. 
Barnwell, taking the place of T. C. 
Law. as leader of one of the general 
divisions, gave assignments to a num- 
ber of workers from the Kiwanis club. 

The campaign Friday will be car- 
ried into the territory of the profes- 
sional men, lawyers and doctors.

He took the position that the 
secretary of state and the comptroller- 
general have the power to declare the 
results. The governor wired his 
private secretary Thursday morn- 
ing that he would return to Atlanta 
Saturday morning in order to sigu 
Judge George’s commission. 

Mrs. Felton in a conversation with 
Senator George over long déstance 
telephone Thursday stated that she; 
would arrive in Atlanta Friday morn- 
ing. A meeting has been arranged 
between the two, possibly at the Hotel 
Ansley about 11 o'clock, it was stat- 
ed. That both Senator-elect George 
and Mrs, Felton will leave Atlanta 
Saturday morning. on the same train 
for Washington appeared probable.

Jury Is Flayed 
After Mistrial 
In Officers’ Case 


Georgia’s Record as Great- 
est Homicidal State Ap- 
proved, Judge Says.

Augusta, Ga., November 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A mistrial was declared in the 
Fell case this morning. Judge H. C, 
Hammond scored the jury in a sensa- 
tional statement from the bench. 

Officer Fells was tried on a charge 
of manslaughter after being indicted 
by the grand jury for shooting to 
death on the streets of Augusta re- 
cently, Walter P. Robertson. The 
shooting grew out of the alleged pass- 
ing of love-letters from Robertson to 
the officer’s wife. 

The jury spent Tuesday afternoon, 
Tuesday night, Wednesday and Wed- 
nesday night in deliberating the case, 
and this morning was called into 
court for dismissal. The jury stood 
9 to 3 for acquittal, it was learned 
Thursday morning, the three men 
holding out for conviction being the 
three oldest men on the jury. 

In ordering a mistrial Judge Ham- 
mond said: 

“The court has given you ample 
time to ragch a decision. You have 
been out about 48 hours. 
failed to agree in a case in which the 
law is simple and the facts few and 
of easy determination. I cannot un- 
derstand why there has been a fail- 
ure of the jury to ages in a case of 
this kind.” 

“The outstanding pres are that the 
accused merely suspected the deceased 
of having written derogatory letters 
concerning his wife. The matter of 
the letters had been one of gradual un- 
folding. It produced in him no sud- 
den burst of passion. 

‘He instituted proceedings in the 
federal court against the deceased on 
the grounds abuse of the mails 
merely, but changing front entirely 
his next act was to seek out the de 
ceased and when driving down Broad 
street, seeing the deceased, he jumped 
out of his car and without one word 
of warning turned a deadly fire upon 
him, and then proceeded to beat him 
upon the head. The accused was a 
sworn peace officer, and this act was 
committed upon the main thoroughfare 
of the’ city, with women and children 
all around him. Why, Mrs. Oliver 
testified that she was stunned in her 
tracks, 

“For some inexplicable reason the 
grand jury returnéd a bill of man- 
slaughter, and the case is here tried 
with these outstanding facts and no 
verdict reached.

Copiapo, Chanar- 
al and vicinity. The steel company's 
loss at Coquimbo, the dispatch said, 
was 800,000 pesos. 

Many thousands were homeless and 
food, clothing and medical supplies 
especially were very scarce. Ambas- 
sador Collier said, adding that Pres- 
ident Allesandri left Santiago yester- 
day for the devastated region’ carry- 
ing supplies,

the required scholastic standing the 
state has no right to interfere; that 
the state is justified in saying that 
all children shall be given efficient 
secular education, but not in saying 
that children of parents devoted to 


also on the lines of their religion. 

If sectarian or other non-public 
educational institutions interfered 
with the free operation or detracted 
from the maintenance of the public 
schools, there might be a semblance 
of reason and logic in a measure to 
abolish them in the interests of the 
welfare of the masses; but they do 
not. 

The public schools are supported 
by the tax-payers; and the tax- 
payers pay their taxes for the sup- 
port of the public schools regardless 
of whether or not they contribute 
also to the maintenance of private 
institutions, and regardless of where 
they send their children for in- 
struction. 


Fortunately the Oregon law will 
not become operative until 1926; 
which gives ample time for another 
referendum on the same question. 

Even if this ultra-radical act is 
not successfully attacked in the 
courts in the meantime, there is 
basis for the hope that, in the in- 
terest of freedom under the flag 


erty which is guaranteed by the 
American constitution, the people of 
Oregon will vote to abrogate it. 


THE NEXT SENATE. 

Post-election statements issued 
by the various senators-elect indi- 
cate that the infusion of new blood 
in the United States senate as a re- 
sult of the recent nation-wide poll! 
of public sentiment foreshadows a 
probable breaking away from the 
rule of reactionarism in the national 
legislature in the near future, or, at 
any rate, as the United News corre- 
spondent at Butte, Mont., expresses 
it, “stormy days ahead for the ad- 
ministration.” 

The vote of the country in this 
election was decidedly progressive; 
and, with a very few exceptions, the 
senators and representatives elected 
were either democrats.or progress- 
ive republicans whose attitude te 
ward national issues and legislative 


problems ‘is radically at variance 
with that of the old-guard “regu- 
lars’ of the G. O. P. 

A public statement issued 2 few 
days ago by Senator-elect Burton K. 
Wheeler, democrat, of Montana, is 
typical of the sentiment of most of 
those who will We his colteagues in 
the sixty-eighth congress as a re- 
sult of the political turnover of last 
week. 

“It is absolutely necessary,” said 
Mr. Wheeler—

The overwhelming vote By which 
the American people made these 
changes in the personnel of con- 
gress attests the extent of the pop- 
ular disapproval of the reactionary 
policies of the administration and 
of the element in control of the re- 
publican party. 

It is simply the ‘fhandwriting on 
the wall,” expressive of the public 
conscience of America, which has 
repudiated the republican policy of 
a peor isolation” at the expense 
of human happiness and the public 
welfare at home as well as abroad, 
and its policy of “protection” of 
the self-sufficient interests at the 
expense of the masses. 

The progressive members of the 
next house and senate may not be 
able to out-vote the reactionary 
standpat republicans, but they will 
be in position, at least, to exert an

Rice Powder and Sore Eyes. 
You ‘mentioned in one article that 
the use of rice powder for the face 
causes chronic sore eyes, Does that

any kind of face powder affeets my

Answer—The trouble is curable if 
the use of the rice powder is stopped 
and the minute sharp grains of rice 
starch embedded in the lining of the 
eyelids is washed out by repeated ir- 
rigations of a warm normal salt solu- 
tion, so called (about a heaping tea- 
spoonful of salt dissolved in a pint 
of boiled water and cooled to about 
blood warmth).

My daughter questions whether it is 
good for me, though I like to. drink a 
quart or sometimes three pints daily.

Answer—No. It is an excellent sta- 
ple of the diet for a man of your 
age. I think, however, that pure 
raw milk is preferable to sterilized 
or pasteurized. or “aerated” or any 
other kind except certified milk, 
which is, of course, the finest and 
purest raw milk to be had. 

Egg Shell. 

Some time ago pulverized egg shell, 
taken in capsule form, was recom- 
mended to me to cure a goitre, an 
inward goitre, Would this be in- 
jurious in any way? I have been told 
egg shell contains more lime than 
the system can stand.—Miss C. H. 

Answer.—Powdered egg shell might 
be mixed with salt in the salt cellars 
(equal parts of egg shell and salt) 
to supply the deficiency of Hime in the 
denatured or’ ultra refined diet of 
most city dwellers today. harm 
can come of taking the egg shell.

Asserts‘ That Colleges With Few Eligibility | 
Requirements Should be Made to Play 
Team Operating on Same Lines. 


(An Interview with Fred Dawson, 
Head Coach, University of Nebraska.) 
Since his graduation from 
Princeton, Coach Dawson has 
been actively engaged in coach- 
ing football. He was head coach 
at Columbia university, later 
xoing to Nebraska, where he has 
developed this year a team which 

has attracted much attention.

_ “One of the greatest develouments 
i present-day tootball hus been the 


games,” said Fred Dawson, former 
Tiger star and at the present time 
head coach of Nebraska’s famous 
eleven. “I believe,” he continued, 
“that these games will do more to 
muke the interest in football a na- 
tional one than any otber develop- 
ment introduced during the past fif- 
teen years. 

“The great feature of the intersec- 
tional game is the fact that they 
help to mould the entire football 
world together. By having teams 
from various parts of the country

FAVORS 

LONG TRIPS. 

“There have been a great many 
objections voiced on this subject but 
I believe that the good that these 
games do more than make up for any 
of the harm as qouted in arguments 
advanced by those who would like to 
see this feature of intercollegiate foot- 
ball discontinued. The chief argu: 
ment of those opposed to these games 
is based on the supposition that the 
long trips tav.e too much time away 
from the classrooms and in this way 
rob the students of valuable hours 
that should be spent on their les- 
sors. 

“In some ways these objectors are 
right. Obviously, no team should 
spend all its time traveling from one 
part of the country to another for 
the sake of playing football. Unless 
the players can show marks above 
the passing grade they should not be 
ullowed to play football at all, How- 
ever, if the men can keep up in their 
work I do not see any reason why 
they should not be allowed to take 
ar. extra day off once in awhile. 

“People fail to realize that most 
teams lose only one-half day's work 
on a trip. Very few colleges have 
classes on Saturday afternoons and 
as the average team leaves the cam- 
pus on Friday night ‘f it has a game 


in another city on Saturday, it will 
be seen that only Saturday morn- 
ing’s classes are missed. Then, too, 
most of the football players so ar- 
range their work as to have Saturday 
mornings free. As there are also 
many students, not football plavers, 
who are able to tix their schedule 
so that they have no elasses on Sat- 
urday, the charge cannot be made that 
the football players are given spe- 
cial favors. In the case of games 
on the Pacific coast, it can be point- 
ed out that the time for these con- 
tests comes out of the regular Christ- 
mas recess. In no way do they inter- 
fere with the college work.

It is interesting to note 
that every player and coach who has - 
been connected with conference foot- 
ball stands ready to boost it at all 
times. ‘This applies to those who 
have had a taste of both kinds, The 
only objectors to the organization of 
a conference are those who have never 
been connected with such an institu- 
tion. 

WANTS EQUALITY 

IN COMPETITION. 

“IT think that colleges which have 
different eligibility rules should net 
play one another in football. It is 
unfair to ask a college that plays men 
for three years only and has a one- 
year residence rule to play teams from . 
institutions that allow their men to 
play for four years and do not have a 
one-year rule, The public judges the 
merits of the coach and of the team 
only by results. It does not realize 
that the teams are not competing un- 
der the same conditions. Some teams 
have advantages so great that it is 
almost impossible for other teams to 
compete with them. I think. thar 
there should be graduated classes of © 
college football. It is done success- 
fully in baseball and there is no rea- 
son why such a plan could not be 
made to work to advantage in inter- 
collegiate ranks. 

“The try-for-point system has 
proven itself to have a sting. So far 
several important games have been de- 
cided by this extra point play, the. 
Chicago-Princeton game _ being the 
most notable of these. While thera 
has been a great deal of adverse criti- 
cism about this play, I think that it is 
the best one that has been put into 
operation as yet. However, I believe 
that the game would be much better 
off if the extra point after the tonech- 
down were eliminated entirely. No one 
likes tie games any less than I do, 
but I do not think that a hard fought 
battle should be decided by one play. 
regardless whether one man or eleyen 
take part in it.

avenue.

Armstrong and Austin proved the}

CLEMENCEAU ACTS 
GOOD “MIXER” PART 
ABOARD STEAMER 


On Board the Steamship Paris, en 
Route to New York, November 16.— 
(By Wireless to the Associated 
Press.)—-M. Clemenceau today for 
the first time during his voyage to 
New York showed himself a good 
“mixer.” The former premier of 
France appeared on the deck at 10:80 
this morning in high spirits and walk- 
ed and talked with other passengers, 
stopped and played with various chil- 
dren on board and laughed and con- 
versed with the newspaper men. 

The “Tiger” bettered by half an 
hour his record of Tuesday in rising, 
coming out of his stateroom at 6:30 
this morning. Tuesday morning he 
made his appearance at the “dread- 
fully shameful hour” of seven. He 
ate his usual light breakfast early 
and then proceeded to spend the 
morning in enjoying the glorious sun- 
shine and the smoothest day of the 
trip. The beautiful weather condi- 
tions also were responsible for the 
appearance on deck of the largest 
number of passengers since the ves- 
sel departed from France. Passengers 
frequently took snapshots of Clem- 
encean. : 

This afternoon the former premier 
spent secluded in his cabin reading 
and writing. He reeeived no visit- 
ore. He said today that his long 
sleeps aboard the Paris would make 
him strong enough to combat the ex- 
citement of his visit to New York, 
which he is anxious to see, together 
with its women.

RUMANIAN DEBT

Washington, November 16.—Com- 
plications in the negotiations for the 
funding of the Rumanian war debt 
to this country of $41,000,000 is look- 
ed for at the treasury as a result of 
the program of the Rumanian gov- 
ernment for the consolidation of its 
external debt. 

The Rumanian government has an- 
nounced in London a_ consolidated 
loan of approximately $175,000,000 
consisting of bonds bearing interest 
at 4 per cent annually and redeemable 
not later than April, 1968, which are 
to be issued to holders of Rumanian 
treasury bills and it is understood a 


4 similar consolidation of outstanding 


bills is planned for this country. Pay- 
ment of the interest and principal 
of the consolidated bonds, it is report; 
ed, is to be made with priority over 
any other payments by Rumania. 

War time advances to Rumania by 
this country, however, were made on 
condition that the United States 
should stand on equal terms with the 
other creditors of Rumania in the 
manner of payment. Moreover, on 
the question of terms the authority 
of the American commission is limited 
by law to funding foreign debts into

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Weeks Calls Welfare 
Leaders to Conference 
on Mental, Moral and 
Physical Strength. 


, 


Washington, November 16.—Men 
interested in the welfare gf young 
America, gathered from all parts of 
the United States, met today under 
call of Secretary Weeks to discuss the 
fundamental questions of national 
strength involved in the mental, moral 
and physical fitness of the American 
people. Practically every college, 
schodl or association that has to do 
with education. or with physical well- 
being was represented, 

In his address of welcome, Secre- 
tary Weeks said: 

“National defense is the underlying 
topic: of this conference. We are as- 
sembled to consider the mental, moral 
and physical fitness of our people 
and to plan how we all can work to- 
gether more intelligently and effec- 
tively. to*®* attain our common purpose 
—better citizenship. We are inter- 
ested primarily in the oncoming fen- 
erations, for upon them eertainly 
rests the future of our nation ard 
perhaps in a larger sense than we may 
realize at this moment, the future of 
our Civilization and the world. 

Half Subnormal. 

“The now familiar statistics of the 
draft, confirmed by numerous other 
studies, indicate that about half of 
our population is physically .subnor- 
mal, You can imagine the possible 
effect of such a condition upon a na- 
tion waging a war for its life with 
ail the hardship and privations which 
eall for a maximum physical effort 
and without the support of allies to 
sustain it. 

“National health is so fundamental 
that it can be taken as a fairly good 
index of the virility of a _ nation. 
Hlistory is almost one continuing ex- 
ample of nations that rose to their 
greatness when physically fit and 
crumpled when they became physically 
unfit. Most of those tendencies and 
evils in our national life which we 
are now protesting against could be 
corrected. if we looked more to the 
bodies of our’ people. In fact our 
experience with the draft clearly in- 
dicated that most of the defects could 
easily be corrected by physical train- 
ing and instruction. 

“Sound physical training beginning 
with the grammar schools and contin- 
uing through the universities would 
have a marked effect for the better 
on the next generation—and the fu- 
ture of our nation. 

Interest in Health. 

“We are deeply interested, also, in 
another vital iactor in national 
strength—the attitude of the citizen 
toward the nation, In a crisis, such 
as existed during the world war, 
nothing surpasses the  self-forgetful 
devotion to country which is evidenc- 
ed by our Gitizenship. But in time 
of peace disturbing tacts clearly in- 
dicate that, facing a_ crisis, the 
average citizen is not keenly inter- 
ested in the national welfare. Strikes 
wkich involve the discoinfort and al- 
most the lives of our people} massa- 
cres similar to the one at Herrin 
which should be an impossibility in a 
civilized nation; numerous organiz- 
ed groups in our body politic striving 
for class or sectional advantages, 
absurd political ideas, many striking 
ut the very foundation of our form of 
government, embraced by supposedly 
intelligent people, local .overshadowing 
national issues at the ballot box—all 
are signs of an unhealthy condition 
in. our citizenship. Improvement of 


'the physical health of our people will 


assist in remedying this condition. 

“Charged with the responsibility 
the war department is endeavoring to 
effect practical solutions for the na- 
ticnal weaknesses reyealed by its 
study of national defense problems. 
We realize that we are charged not 
only with securing victory if war 
comes, but also with preparing our 
citizens during peace so that in time 
of war they shall not lose their lives 
unnecessarily or be foolishly wasted. 

Peculiar Dilemma, 

“The department, however, finds 
itself in a peculiar dilemma. While 
the federal government is responsible 
for national defense, for the raising 
and maintenance of armies and a 
navy, the physical, moral and mental 
edueation of our youth is reserved to 
the states and to the people. The 
federal government finds itself with 
a large responsibility, but with no 
jurisdiction over the fundamental fac- 
tors upon which success ultimately de- 
pends, 

“The fundamental problem of this 
situation is now before you. It is 
obvious that national defense is not 
a remote activity which gives employ- 
ment to a relatively small number of 
professional soldiers, but is of imme- 
diate and vital concern to every cit- 
izen all the time.”

Washington, November 16.—Pro- 
posals for legislation modifying the 
federal reserve act to provide greater 
facilities for agricultural credits are 
expected by treasury officials to make 
their appearance soon in congress. . 

The subject already has been under 


discussion by the administration and 
it was said today that Secretary Mel- 
lon saw no objection to some modifi- 
cation of the law, particularly with 
respect to providing a longer maturi- 
ty than six months, the present: limit, 
for live gtock paper because of the 
longer turnover in that industry. 

Whether recommendations on the 
subject will be made ‘to congress by 
Mr. Mellon in his forthcoming annual 
report were not disclosed. 

Liberal facilities for the extension 
of credit to the agricultural industry 
were seen today by federal reserve of- 
ficials in recent rulings of the board 
regarding the eligibility for redis- 
count of the paper of co-operative 
marketing associations. 

The most recent ruling excludes 
growers’ drafts drawn and accepted 
by co-operative associations from the 
provision of the federal reserve act 
which limits the amount of paper. by 
one maker a federal! reserve bank may 
rediscount for any member bank to 10 
per cent of the capital and surplus 
of the member bank. 

Removal of the 10 per cent limita- 
tion from cooperative marketing as- 
sociations was regarded by board of- 
ficiala’ as. of extreme importance in 
furnishing adequate credit facilities 
to these organizations. 

Other rulings opening up credit 
channels to these associations 
nounced by the board covered the 
eligibility for rediscount of _ growers’ 
drafts aceepted by associations, notes 
of funds,to pay for commodities pur- 
chased, warehouse receipts covering 
agricultural products for security and 
bagkers’ acceptances drawn by asso- 
ciations and secured by warehouse re- 
ceipts. 

The board has also ruled that the 
carrying of a crop pending orderly 
marketing is an agricultural operation 
and a or note for financing the 
carrying of his products for a rea- 
sonable period is eligible for redis- 
count. 


DEATHS BY CANCER 
FOR 1921, 93,000 


Washington, November 16.—Deaths 
due to cancer in the United States 
during 1921 totalled 93,000, the ecen- 
sus bureau estimated today. compared 
With an estimate of 89,000 in 1920. 
The calculation fos both years was 
based on returns frum the hureau’s 
death registration area, which ineludes 
o4 states and the District of, Columbia. 


The bureau’s announcément, coming | 


in the midst of the week’s nation-wide 
campaign to reduce cancer death rate, 
discussed the upward trend in the rate 
and said the 1921 rate was higher 
than for any preceding year in 23 of 
the 34 states making reports. The 
rate for the registration area was 
86 per 100,000 in 1921, compared with 
83.4 for 1920. 

After adjusting the rates in various 
states to make allowances for dif- 
ferences in the age and sex distribu- 
tion of the people, the bureau anno nec- 
ed that for 1921 Massachusetts had the 
highest rate—99.6 per 100,000, while 
South Carolina with 47.6 had the 
lowest,
